[mports, exports and re-exports were lower in Sep- 
tember than in August, but exports were not appre- 
ciably less than in July, and their average value per 
working day exceeded the corresponding figure for 
August. Comparisons with September 1939 are 
affected by the disturbance of trade which followed the 
outbreak of war. In relation to September 1938, 
imports last month were higher by £5-5 million and 
exports and re-exports lower by £8°7 million and £2°8 
million respectively. Imports were, however, below 
those in any month since October 1939, and, as a 
result, the excess of imports over total exports declined 
from £61-1 million in August to £48°3 million, the 
lowest figure since last December. For the nine 
months the excess of imports amounted to £505 
million, which was £225 million more than a year 
earlier. 

Imports, valued at £80-6 million, were £14-4 million 
less than in August. The reduction of £5°9 million in 
imports of food, drink and tobacco was due essentially 
to the smaller imports of grain and flour and of meat, 
the value of which fell by £3°8 million and £3°3 million 
respectively. The only two increases recorded were 
£1'6 million for beverages and cocoa preparations and 
£0-7 million for dairy produce. Imports of raw 
materials were £6°6 million lower than in August, the 
reduction being general apart from paper-making 
materials and rubber. The largest declines were re- 








corded for raw wool, etc. (£3°0 million), non-ferrous 
ores (£1°3 million), and wood and timber and raw 
cotton (each £0°9 million). The reduction in imports 
of manufactured articles was only £1:9 million, there 
being an increase of £3°7 million in respect of vehicles 
(including locomotives, ships and aircraft), which 
largely offset the almost general decline in the other 
groups. Imports of non-ferrous metals declined by 
£1:8 million, manufactured oils, ete., by £1°0 million, 
paper and cardboard by £0-7 million, and chemicals, 
drugs, etc., by £0°6 million. 


The value of exports of United Kingdom goods, 
amounting to £31-:2 million, was only £1:4 million less 
than in August, There was a small increase for raw 
materials as a result of slightly larger exports of coal, 
while for food, drink and tobacco and manufactured 
articles the decline did not exceed 5 per cent. The 
largest changes were reductions of £0°6 million for 
machinery and £0°4 million for both vehicles and 
cotton yarns and manufactures. In only five groups 
of manufactures were exports higher than in August, 
the increases for iron and steel and miscellaneous 
manufactures being the most substantial. 


Re-exports last month were valued at £1-2 million, 
the decline of £02 million compared with August 
being due to smaller re-exports of undressed hides 
and skins.

SILK HOSIERY 
No Home Saues Arter 1 DECEMBER 


The President of the Board of Trade met representa- 
tives of the Hosiery Trade Federation last Friday and 
intimated that owing to increased Service requirements 
of silk it would be necessary to prohibit the home sales 
of silk hosiery by manufacturers and wholesalers on 
and after 1 December. Every effort would have to be 
made to divert to oversea markets stocks of silk stock- 
ings and other silk hosiery previously intended for the 
home market. 


DYESTUFFS CONTROL AND CONTROLLER 


The Board of Trade have made an Order (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1836, price 1d.) under Regulation 55 of the 
Defence Regulations, 1939, prohibiting the sale or 
supply of dyestuffs wholly or partly manufactured in 
the United Kingdom, except under authority of a 
licence; and they have appointed Sir Robert Wadding- 
ton to be Controller, with power to issue licences under 
this Order. 

The Order came into force on Wednesday, 23 Octo- 
ber.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


REVISED STANDARD FOR MOTOR STARTERS 
AND CONTROLLERS 


A reprint of British Standard No. 587, Motor 
Starters and Controllers, having become necessary, 
the opportunity has been taken to introduce a few 
additional clauses, and the specification has therefore 
been re-issued as the 1940 edition. 

The most important additions are perhaps the 
mechanical endurance test and an Appendix on clear- 
ances and creepages for motor control gear. A new 
definition has also been included, this relating to a 
‘* damp and dust protecting model.’’ 

The Appendix in the 1938 edition dealing with ter- 
minal marking is now superseded by B.S. No, 822, and 
the appendix is therefore replaced in the new edition 
by a cross-reference to B.S. No. 822, Terminal Mark- 
ings for Electrical Machinery and Apparatus.

GLOSSARY OF AERONAUTICAL TERMS 


A revision of the 1933 edition of the British 
Standard Glossary of Aeronautical Terms (B.S. 185) 
has been issued by the British Standards Institution. 
When the war broke out on 3 September 1939 the 
work was practically completed by the Nomenclature 
Committee, under the Chairmanship of Lieut.-Colonel 
W. Lockwood Marsh, O.B.E., and normally the re- 
vised draft Glossary would have been circulated to 
the various constituent bodies represented on the Com- 
mittee for comment and finally reviewed in the light 
of the comments received before final publication. 

Under war conditions, however, it became impos- 
sible to undertake this final review and it was decided 
to issue this revision of the Glossary as a provisional 
edition so that it should be available to the new per- 
sonnel entering the aircraft industry with the least 
delay. Throughout the process of preparation specialists 
in the various branches of the subject were co-opted 
to assist the Nomenclature Commitice, but comments 
and suggestions for the improvement of the Glossary 
will be welcomed and duly taken into account. 

The Glossary is divided into twelve Sections cover- 
ing Aeronautics (General), General Motion of Aircraft, 
Aero-dynamics, Aerodynes, Aerostats, Power Plant, 
Airscrews, Radial Rotors, Navigation, Instruments 
and Equipment, Radio-communication, Parachutes, 
Ground Organisation, Meteorology. Aerodynamic 
Symbols and Notation are included as an Appendix.

METHODS FOR SAMPLING AND EXAMINA- 
TION OF BITUMINOUS ROAD MIXTURES 


A revision of the above British Standard Specifica- 
tion No. 598 has recently been issued as the experi- 
ence gained since the first issue in 1936 has shown 
that a number of modifications were desirable in order 
to keep it up to date with present practice. 

In the new issue certain sections have been com- 
pletely revised; other main features are the inclusion 
of a modified test for the rapid determination of bitu- 
men content and two alternative methods for the re- 
covery of bitumen. The two latter methods are re- 
commended as tentative methods, and it is hoped that 
the experience obtained by industry will enable a de- 
cision to be made at a later date as to whether one or 
both of those methods should be adopted as British 
Standards. 

Tests on mineral aggregate have been deleted as 
these are now provided for in B.S. No. 812, Sampling 
and Testing of Mineral Aggregate, Sands and Fillers.

TERMS AND SIZES OF ENVELOPES 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a 
British Standard for the Terms and Sizes of Envelopes 
(No. 917). 

The British Standard was prepared at the request of the 
Stationers’ Association with the support of the British 
Federation of Master Printers. It includes a glossary of 
envelope terms, together with standard sizes. 

The comprehensive requirements of modern conditions 
compel recognition of the need for wide variations of 
envelope sizes. The nominal sizes included in the Standard 
are established as ‘‘ key ’’ sizes with simple numeral names, 
and it is hoped that through the gradual education of all 
envelope buyers an increasing volume of trade will be 
concentrated within this range.

METHODS FOR TESTING RUBBER 


In the course of the preparation of British Standards 
for Rubber Products it became apparent that the prac- 
tical co-ordination of methods of testing would be 
considerably facilitated by the issue of a British Stan- 
dard recommending methods of testing rubber. The 
tests so far standardised by the British Standards 
Institution have been published in two British 
Standards as follows: — 

B.S. 902. Methods of Testing Latex, Raw Rubber and 

Unvulcanised Compounded Rubber. 

B.S. 903. Methods of Testing Vulcanised Rubber. 


These British Standard methods of testing rubber have 
been based on those of the London Advisory Committee for 
Rubber Research (Ceylon and Malaya) and those of the 
Zesearch Association of British Rubber Manufacturers as 
published in ‘‘ Rubber, Physical and Chemical Properties.” 

The methods are applicable to :— 

(i) Latex, in a natural or prepared form. 

(ii) Raw rubber, in the crude form obtained on the 
coagulation of latex. 

(iii) Unvuleanised compounded rubber obtained from 
raw rubber by the incorporation of various 
ingredients. 

(iv) Vulcanised rubber, that is to say the product 
obtained from natural raw rubber by heating 
it with sulphur and/or sulphur-containing 
compounds. This latter product may be of a 
soft extensible character or it may be of a hard 
inextensible character such as ebonite.

SCREW THREAD GAUGE TOLERANCES 


In the Foreword to the recently published British 
Standard 84-1940, ‘‘ Screw Threads of Whitworth 
Form,’’ the hope was expressed that this specification 
would be followed by a supplementary specification 
giving tolerances for gauges suitable for controlling 
such screw threads. The British Standards Institution 
has recently prepared a War Emergency Specification 
for Screw Thread Gauge Tolerances B.S. 919 in col- 
laboration with the Ministry of Supply and in co- 
operation with the National Physical Laboratory and 
the principal gauge manufacturers. This specification 
relates solely to the tolerances on the gauges and does 
not deal with the design or dimensions of the gauges 
themselves, in regard to which a further specification is 
in course of preparation. 

The principal object underlying the preparation of this 
War Emergency Specification has been to make some 
adjustment of the well-known tables published by the 
National Physical Laboratory. Some extra latitude is 
allowed in the tolerances on the gauges, which will tend to 
facilitate gauge manufacture, while at the same time the 
gauge manufacturers will be enabled to keep the simple 
effective diameter high and thus increase the useful life of 
the gauges. 

This adjustment applies to the Go-Plug Screw Gauges. 
No alterations are being proposed in regard to the toler- 
ances for Go-Ring Screw Gauges as given in the National 
Physical Laboratory tables, and these latter tables are 
reproduced unaltered. 

This new British Standard gives the appropriate toler- 
ances for plug, ring and calliper gauges <for threads of 
Whitworth and metric form in diameters up to 6 inches, 
and for B.A. threads down to No. 7. An appendix to the 
specification includes some notes regarding the effective 
diameter equivalents of pitch and angle errors.

EXPORT DRIVE: CANADIAN APPRECIATION 


From the very commencement of hostilities authorities in 
Great Britain recognised the paramount importance of 
maintaining and, if possible, augmenting export trade in 
order to ensure the necessary flow of imports of food sup- 
plies and war materials. Official returns have been coming 
in with remarkable promptitude and regularity in spite of 
the pressure imposed on Government agencies by the con- 
duct of a major war. These show that the objective has 
been achieved to a remarkable degree, reports for the first 
seven months of the current year placing the value of 
exports of domestic products at £280°6 million, as compared 
with £2766 million for the corresponding period of 1939, 
again of 1-4 per cent. 


The British war-time effort policy has two principal 
aims: first, the expansion of exports to provide foreign ex- 
change in order to secure the greatest possible volume of 
imports, and, secondly, to displace enemy trade in markets 
that can still be supplied from such sources. 


Toe Export Councin 


In order to vitalise their export programme the British 
Government last February established an Export Council, 
the announced aim being ‘‘ The promotion of the greatest 
volume of export trade which can be achieved under the 
conditions of war.’’ The Export Council maintains that 
arrangements adopted should depart as little as possible 
from the normal situation of trade so that on the cessation 
of hostilities the trading organism will be sound and 
healthy and easily adaptable to peace-time conditions. 
However, under conditions of war as they now exist, it is 
essential that exporters should receive direction and sup- 
port from the Government to a degree never contemplated 
heretofore. 


In considering export development, each industry has its 
individual problems of raw materials, prices and distribu- 
tion. These, in many instances, are highly specialised. To 
simplify the situation as much as possible, groups of indus- 
tries with problems largely similar are co-ordinating their 
export activities in collaboration with the Export Council, 
and an executive member of the Council will personally 
discuss with each group the principal factors of the export 
policy of its trade. The pull of the home market is still 
strong, but this influence is being met by the limitation of 
the proportion of output which may be used to meet domestic 
requirements and export groups are pooling their sales and 
publicity programmes on a co-operative basis. A substantial 
expansion in exports is anticipated as the result of these 
efforts; the necessity of this is apparent when it is noted 
that the value of imports during the January-July period 
in 1940 was approximately one-third greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1939 before the outbreak of war. 


Tue Exports Crepit GUARANTEE DEPARTMENT 


In addition to the Export Council, Great Britain has an 
older peace-time organisation for the assistance of ex- 
porters—the Exports Credit Guarantee Department. +

introduced. 


Great Britain is attacking her export problem with the 
greatest vigour, and it may reasonably be anticipated that 
the results which will be attained in coming months will 
exceed the truly remarkable showing achieved in the past 
year.—Royal Bank of Canada (Montreal Office).

TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South

Wholesale business has slackened slightly, but no marked 
decline is anticipated as the current recession is considered 
a normal reaction to heavier buying orders in earlier 
months. Retail business is being maintained at most of the 
larger centres of the Union. The secondary industries are 
virtually unchanged but wider factory activity is develop- 
ing as a result of the steady progress in the Union war 
economy. Farming conditions and outlook are unchanged. 
Sales of agricultural implements have declined owing to 
drought in some areas and the reluctance of farmers to 
enter into fresh commitments. 


Gotp Output: Rartway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in September (25 working 
days) was 1,166,152 fine ozs., with a value, including the 
premium, on the basis of £8 8s. per fine oz., of £9,795,677, 
as compared with 1,071,991 fine ozs., with a value, on the 
basis of £7 10s. per fine oz., of £8,039,933 in September 
1939 (26 working days). The average daily output rose by 
2,213 fine ozs. to 46,646 and the number of natives employed 
by 2,715 to 356,208. 


Railway earnings from 8 September to 5 October 
amounted to £2,792,509, as compared with £2,691,895 in 
the corresponding period of 1939. Total earnings from 
1 April to 5 October were £18,275,000, as compared with

AUSTRALIA 
INVOICING OF GOODS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has re- 
ported to the Board of Trade the difficulties being experi- 
enced by importers owing to the delay in the arrival of 
relevant documents through the inability of United King- 
dom exporters to indicate on invoices the name of the 
exporting ship. 

The Department of Trade and Customs have now ruled 
that they will raise no objection to the omission of the 
ship’s name from the invoice where such information is not 
known to the exporters at the time the goods are despatched 
for shipment and the invoices are prepared. The Depart- 
ment will co-operate to the fullest possible extent in over- 
coming the difficulties which will occur provided exporters 
furnish detailed packing statements showing the marks, 
number and contents of each package.

MARKING OF SNELLED FISH HOOKS 


A United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 50203] pub- 
lished on 8 August notifies that snelled fish hooks are 
required to be individually marked to indicate the name of 
the country of origin unless exempt from marking by 
Article 532(b) of the Customs Regulations of 1937, as 
amended. So far as a change in practice is involved, this 
ruling was to be applied only to snelled fish hooks entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for con- 
sumption after a period of 30 days had elapsed following 
the date of publication in the weekly Treasury Decisions.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, eiv., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES

The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
cne or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should

the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 
When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify : — 
(1) The countries concerning which 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor. 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Provision FOR Protection AGAinst Loss 

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the pur- 
pose of encouraging export trade. War conditions have 
greatly increased the risks to which exporters are exposed 
in oversea trading, and the Department has put into opera- 
tion special facilities giving them protection against these 
risks on exceptionally favourable terms. 


Suort-TerM CREDITS 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrange- 
ment 85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a propor- 
tionate share of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 

For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of 
exchange restrictions abroad, but also against the special 
risk of transfer arising from war conditions abroad. 

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department 
offers, either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guar- 
antee or as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss 
through the inability of the exporter to ship owing to 
insolvency of the buyer or the imposition of import regula- 
tions, or war, or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
‘* All-in War Emergency ’’ guarantee, which also secures 
the exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of 
shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables ex- 
porters to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of 
shipment. Under this guarantee exporters in respect of 
any c.i.f. transaction are covered against any rise in marine 
insurance, Government war risk insurance and freight 
rates occurring within a period of six months. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence 
and transactions.
